SEA TRAINING FOR BOYS. 
A NATIONAL CORPORATION. 


The report of the Committee 
appointed “ta prepirea draft ot 
a national scheme of training for 
the sea service” was- issued 
recently. 

The Committee recommend 
that a National Corporation 
should he established charged 
with the duty of supervising and 
administering the scheme of 
training for the sea service. Such 
training should be confined to 
deck ratings and to prospective 
engine-room ratings and stewards 

“wha enter the sea service at 16 
years of age. . 

The work afloat, it is stated, 
might advantageously be done in 
wwesselg provided by the Admiralty 

"and the Admiralty should be 

” approached with a view to provid. 
ing vessels and navigating ctews, 
while the Corporation should’ 
contribute towards the cost of} 
running expenses. By this means { 
all the boys trained under the 
national scheme would bz 
encouraged to join the Royal 
Naval Reserve. :

A boy's rate of pay 
during his first year at sea should 
bo 25 par cant. of an able seaman’s 
wages, and in the second year 
and until his indentures ter-' 
‘minate,50 percent. ofthosze wages. 

For boys in the sea-fishing 
service, it is suggested that full- 
time education upto 16 years of 
age should be provided under the 
‘scheme, if, and to the extent to 
- which, the authoritative views of 
the industry justify this course, 
and that such application of the 
principles of the report to the 
ease of such boys should be left 
to the Corporation in consulta- 
tion with the industry.

Thera is no doubt about the, 
\opularity of boxing in Hongkong, 
vhich, was again demonstrated 
ty the large gathering assembled 
it “The Ring” on Saturday 
aight. This big matshed is a 
tredit to those who arranged its 
‘tection. It is a trifle chilly in 
cery cold weather, of course, but 
‘ven the Theatre Royal is cheer- 
less ‘and draughty in winter. 
One advantage that it has over 
the Theatre is that it enables 
he ring to be located in the 
centre of the building, thus 
giving everyone a good view of 
the contests. There is a general 
feeling that “The Ring" should 
be allowed to remain where it is 
tight through the cold season, so 
that fights may be regularly held 
there: We do not know with 
whom the decision on this point 
lies. Presumably the Government 
would have a voice in the matter, 
If that is so, then we trust that it 
will sea its way to granting the 
necessary permission. Such a 
structure costs a goed deal"to 
erect, and, once up, it would 
be a pity that it should only be 
used twice. In ‘this connection, 
it should be borne in mind that 
she more money brought in by 
these tournaments, the more do 
charities benefit.

RESCUE WORK IN TYPHOONS. 

It is very gratifying to see that 
His Excellency the Governor has 
aprointed a-Committee to con- 
sider and report upon the question 
of making provision for the pro- 
tection of life and property in the 
harbour during typhoon weather, 
Such a step is decidedly neces- 
sary. It will he remembered 
that during the last big “blow” 
many Chinese lives were lost 
and a large number of junks 
and sampans foundered. Some 
of the scenes witnessed were 
most distressing, and there is now 
no doubt that native launch- 
owners, by the extortionate 
charges they made to render 
assistance to those needing it, 
heartlessly exploited the poor 
boat-people in theirextremity.” ft 
was suggested at the time, by a 
seafaring . correspondent who 
wrote to us, that Hongkong ought 
to consider the advisability of 
providing itself with a lifeboat for 
use in such emergencies, and 
wwe trust that this matter will 
be given consideration by the 
Committee now appointed. The 
terms of reference only include 
the protection of life and pro- 
perty in the harbour. But we 
hope that, if not by this Com- 
mittee, attention will be given by 
the Government and others con- 
cerned to the taking of adequate 
measures for rendering help to 
overdue local steamers along the 
‘Chine Coast during .the: typhoon. 


THE FOOCHOW SITUATION, 


We observe that the latest de- 
mand made by Japan on China is 
that the Peking Government 
should take steps to suppress the 
boycott at. Foochow. That is o 
very reasonable request to make, 
but we do not know that the 
grounds on which it is made are 
any too solid—namely, the fact 
that Japanese warships have been 
withdrawn from the Chinese port. 
Of course, if thosé grounds are 
put forward on:quid- pra: quo 
basis, Japan arguing that as she 
has complied with one request by 
China the latter should do her a 
good turn, well and good. But to 
make a “demand” on China 
merely because Japanese war- 
sbips have been orderad to leave 
Chinese waters, is quite another 
matter. After ‘all, so long as 
Japanese lives and property. are 
not in jeopardy, what right have 
Japanese warships there at all? 
On the'question of the desirability 
of the Chinese Government taking 
steps to suppress the boycott there 
can be no two opinions. - If the 
truth be told, we fear that Peking 
has not by any means done all 
that it mightdo in this connection.
